Old  Main 

As  Illinois'  first  state  university,  Illinois  State  Normal  University  was  also  the  first  university  specifically  created 
for  the  purpose  of  training  young  men  and  women  in  teaching.  The  first  graduating  class  had  a  total  of  11  students. 

Old  Main,  built  in  1860,  was  the  first  prominent  university  building,  complete  with  its  three  story  structure  and 
bell  tower.  From  1860  to  1892,  Old  Main  housed  all  of  the  University's  activities  including  the  library  and  first  museum. 

Old  Main  was  destroyed  upon  recommendation  of  architects  in  1958.  Only  the  tower  was  saved  for  posterity.  The 
original  bell  from  the  tower  still  remains  in  place  on  the  north  end  of  the  ISU  Quad.  A  model  of  Old  Main  is  available 
for  viewing  in  the  1857  Room  in  the  Bone  Student  Center. 

From  this  single  building  standing  in  a  lonely  prairie,  ISU  has  grown  into  a  beautiful  tree  shaded  campus  with 
many  buildings,  a  faculty  of  over  1,000  and  a  student  body  of  nearly  23,000.

This  is  connected  to  Milner  ing  the  governship  of  Peter  Altgeld,  Cook  Hall  was  inspired  by  the  governor's 
Library.  passion  for  German  castles  on  the  Rhine  River.  Originally  called  the  "Gym- 

nasium", the  building  was  built  to  satisfy  America's  growing  fascination  with 
physical  fitness^Cook  was  renamed  in  honor  of  ISNU's  (Illinois  State  Nor- 
mal University)  President  John  W.  Cook  (1890-1899).  Today  it  is  part  of  the 
music  department  and  stands  proudly  on  the  Quad  of  ISU. 
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Outside  Hovey  Hall,  George  Bush  campaigns  to  hundreds  of  ISU  students  before  the  1988  presidential  election. 


In  the  70's  and  80's,  it  was  the  State  Schools  in  the  corn- 
fields, not  the  private  ones  in  the  cities,  that  produced  the 
highest-yield  crop  of  acting  talent.  At  the  last  count,  six  of 
ISU's  former  theater  students  were  stars  or  featured  actors 
in  network  TV  series.  Hollywood  has  never  been  so  close 
to  Normal. 

The  famous  ISU  alumni  faces  you  may  recognize  on  TV 
are  Laurie  Metcalf  of  "Roseanne",  Gary  Cole  of  "Midnight 
Caller",  Judith  Ivey  of  "Down  Home",  Terry  Kinney  of 
"Thirty  Something",  Tom  Irwin  of  "My  Life  and  Times" 
and  Yvonne  Suhor  of  "Young  Riders".  The  Illinois  State  all- 
star  roster  also  includes  actor/director  Robert  Townsend  of 
"Hollywood  Shuffle",  Ray  Roderick  of  "Cats"  and  perhaps 
the  most  famous  ISU  dropout,  actor/director  John  Malko- 
wich,  who  has  shown  up  everywhere,  "Dangerous  Liaisons", 
"Death  of  a  Salesman",  "The  Sheltering  Sky"  and  "The  Ob- 
ject of  Beauty." 

Most  of  these  individuals  were  scouted  at  high  school 
performances  in  towns  such  as  Edwardsville,  Peoria,  Pontiac, 
Benton  and  assorted  Chicago  suburbs,  then  recruited  to  Illi- 


nois State's  theater  department.  Here  they  were  coach- 
ed by  four  extraordinary  faculty  members:  Jean  Schar- 
fenberg,  John  Kirk,  Cal  Pritner  and  Ralph  Lane.
